said 
today

Viet N am conflict was part of 
a Chinese Communist drive to 
take over all of Asia and he 
pledged: “ They shall never suc- 
seed.” 


Johnson discussed the role of 
Chinese Reds in a White House 
talk to an audience of editorial 
cartoonists. His rem arks were 
televised and broadcast to the 
nation. 


“ Their target is not merely 


South Viet Nam —it is Asia. 
he said of the Chinese Com mu­ 
nists. “ Their objective is not 
the 
fulfillment 
of 
Vietnamese 
nationalism. It is to erode and 
discredit A m erica’s ability 
to 
help prevent Chinese dom ina­ 
tion over all of Asia. In this 
they shall never succeed.” 


Blames Chinese Reds 


Johnson 
in 
his 
speech 
re­ 
newed his call for uncondition­ 
al peace talks and emphasized 
his proposal of a massive South­ 


east 
Asian 
aid 
program 
in 
which he invited Russia to join. 


He blamed the Chinese reds 
for blocking peace negotiations. 


Johnson said: “ We are ready 
for 
unconditional 
discussions. 
And it would clearly be in the 
interest of North Viet Nam to 
come to the conference table. 
F o r them, continuation of war 
without talks means only d am ­ 
age without conquest. 
“ Communist China apparent­ 
ly desires the w ar to continue 


w hatever the cost to their al­ 
lies.” 


The President said there was 
greater 
need 
than 
ever 
for 
peace talks and the setting up 
of the aid program because no 
purely military solution was in 
sight for either side. 


Johnson reiterated his readi­ 
ness to talk peace, then devot­ 
ed most of his 20-minute speech 
to the U.S. 
proposal for 
“ a 
massive, 
cooperative 
develop­ 
ment effort for Southeast Aia 


which he first unveiled 
in a 
speech 
last 
month 
at 
Johns 
Hopkins 
University 
in 
Balti­ 
more. 


He reported that his personal 
representative, 
Eugene 
Black, 
was making “ rapid progress 
on this proposed program and 
had found 
increasing enthusi­ 
asm at the United Nations for 
carrying forward the develop­ 
ment plan. 


Part of the plan is an Asian 
development 
bank 
which 
the 


United States has been study­ 
ing as a possibility. 
Johnson 
said this country was prepared 
to participate in and support 
the Asian bank to help finance 
economic progress. 
“ I 
call 
on 
every 
industri­ 
alized 
country, 
including 
the 
Soviet Union, to create a better 
life for the people of Southeast 
Asia,” 
he 
said. 
“ Surely 
the 
works of peace can bring men 
together in a common effort to 
abandon forever the ways of 
wra r.” 


Since 1954 when Viet Nam 
becam e independent, he noted, 
the 
United 
States 
has 
spent 
more than 82 billion 
in eco­ 
nomic help for the 16 million 
people of South Viet Nam. 


Johnson spoke of Communist 
terrorists’ attem pting to destroy 
humane program s of assistance 
in such fields as medical care 
and agricultural improvement.

Fulton, night telephone operator 
at Lower Bucks County Hospi­ 
tal, heard

an explosion at the hospital in 
one hour.” 


Fifty-eight minutes later — at 


exactly 2:04 a.m . — every one 
of t h e hospital’s 260 patients had 
been evacuated from the four- 
story building iii orderly fash­ 
ion. 


Thorough Search 


\ s the hospital’s 40 employes 
removed the patients — young 
and old — to adjacent wings, 
nearby homes, ambulances and 
police cars, scores of firemen 


and police officers from Bris­ 
tol Township and Bristol Bor­ 
ough thoroughly searched the 
building and grounds. 


They found no bomb. 


At 2:30 a.m., the patients, in­ 
cluding five expectant mothers 
in labor, began returning to the 
hospital. An hour later, every­ 
one was back in bed and volun­ 
teer firemen and police made 


another exhaustive search of the 
hospital — floor by floor — for a 
bomb. 
Again 
their 
search 
proved the call was an annoy­ 
ing hoax. 


“ In 30s” 


Since the 
anonymous 
caller 
was described as “ a man in his 
30s,” police have not connected 
the prank 
with 
recent 
bomb 
scares at local schools. He hung 


up immediately after warning 
of the explosion.

This 
is excessive” she claimed.

Mrs. Purdy, who opposes in 
cumbent tax collector, Mrs. Ag 
nes Downs for the Republican 
nomination, said “ Even recently 
lowered compensation rates still 
mean each homeowner will pay 
the tax collector almost $4.50 for 
the collection of taxes.”
